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On July 10, 1996 an A-League expansion team, the Rochester Rhinos, 

lost to the Impact 3:0 in Montreal to fall to 2-8 after their first ten professional 

matches. Rhinos head coach Pat Ercoli had just acquired a young South 

African midfielder named Lenin Steenkamp in a trade with Montreal a few 

weeks earlier. A young striker named Doug Miller had scored just two goals in his first ten 
matches for the Rhinos. It was in this environment that the Rhinos returned home to Rochester for 
arematch with the Montreal Impact on July 12, 1996. While many fans might not remember the 
inauspicious start that the Rochester Rhinos had under Ercoli in 1996, no Rochester sports fan will 
ever forget what happened next. In fact, itis a tradition of excellence that cast a shadow over the 
franchise for a decade. 

The Rochester Rhinos played their first game in Frontier Field, downtown Rochester's long 
anticipated and recently completed outdoor sports stadium, on July 12th, 1996. The 14,717 people 
in attendance, along with the thousands who watched the game live on a national cable television 
broadcast, might have come to the game just to attend the inaugural event at the new stadium, but 
they left as Rhinos fans after Doug Miller's second half hat trick brought the Rhinos back to defeat 
the Impact 3:2 in one of the best games ever played at Frontier Field. The Rhinos became the 
hottest ticket in town and put over 10,000 fans in the seats for six of the last nine regular season 
home games. Ercoli used the brand new momentum his team had found to lead Rochester to the 
A-League Final and the U.S. Open Cup Final. 

1996 was the launching pad for a six-year stretch of dominance that hasn't been matched 
since in American soccer. In 1997, Miller was back with the Rhinos and had the best season of 
any goal scorer in USL history. Miller scored 23 goals іп 25 matches to win the A-League scoring 
ше and A-League MVP award. The following season, Ercoli completed the Rhinos golden gen- 
eration of talent when he brought in goalkeeper Pat Onstad, defenders Craig Demmin and Scott 
Schweitzer, midfielder Yari Allnutt, and striker Darren Tilley to join Miller and Steenkamp. The 
result was the best team to ever play in the USL, a 24-4 juggernaut that rolled to the K-League Title 
behind a Darren Tilley hat trick in the final in front of 13,772 fans at Frontier Field. The following 
season Ercoli and the Rhinos became the only minor league club to win the U.S. Open Cup in the 
MLS era. 

‘The Rhinos captured two more A-League titles in 2000 and 2001. The Rhinos went to five A- 
League Finals and two U.S. Open Cup Finals from 1996 to 2004. The Rhinos golden generation won 
three A-League Titles (1998, 2000, 2001) and one U.S. Open Cup (1999). The tradition and legacy 
that the Rhinos golden generation left behind is one that the club has struggled to deal with for the 
past decade. In 2012 the Rhinos are looking to move forward and build another golden generation 
as tradition meets today. 

The development of the Rhinos new golden generation began in 2010 when Owner and 
Chief Executive Officer Rob Clark brought back Ercoli as the club’s general manager, and hired 
USL Hall of Famer Bob Lilley to coach the team. Ercoli and Lilley built a team that won regular 
season championships in 2010 and 2011. The core of Lilley's last two regular season champions is 
returning for the 2012 season. Even though Lilley departed during the off-season after two years 
in charge of the club Rhinos captain Troy Roberts, center back Tyler Bellamy, right back Quavas 
Kirk, center midfielders Drew Cost and Michael Tanke, right winger JC Banks, front runners 
Andrew Hoxie and Isaac Kissi and Rhinos 2011 MVP Tyler Rosenlund will all be coming back to 
play for new Rhinos head coach Jesse Myers this year. (cont. on page 2)

“The biggest thing we had during my nine years here as a coach was conti- 
nuity.” Ercoli said. They flipped the roster after I left and Laurie (Calloway) 
came in. Three years later they flipped the roster when Darren (Tilley) came 
back, and two years ago we flipped the roster again when I came back. It's just too much turnover. 
We liked nine or ten core guys that we had here so we kept them. These guys are a quality foun- 
dation to build on for the future.” Myers next task was to fill in the Rhinos roster with players that 
could fill needs, complement the existing talent that he already had on the roster, and push (һе 
Rhinos to the next level — success in the U.S. Open Cup and the playoffs. 

“The Rhinos golden generation was a veteran team with confidence and swagger.” Myers 
said. “When we played against them in Richmond they were a tough, physical, intimidating op- 
ponent. They possessed the true trait of a champion — getting results when they didn't necessarily 
play their best. I inherited a lot of talent here from Bobby (Lilley), but I wanted to go out and try to 
find veteran players with experience who could bring some of that mentality back to the Rhinos.” 

Myers brought in several veteran players with experience in the USL, MLS, and abroad. 

29 year old, 65" German goalkeeper Kristian Nicht, a veteran of the Bundesliga, replaced Neal 
Kitson after Kitson transferred to Northampton Town during the January international window. 
During the January transfer window Myers turned to Scotland to bring in frontrunner Tom МеМа- 
nus, a veteran of the Scottish Premier League who played over 100 matches with Hibernians. Jack 
‘Traynor (Orlando City) and Michael Zaher (Charleston) were brought in to help anchor the Rhinos 
back four. 22 year old Danny Earls, already a four year veteran of American soccer, returns to help 
bolster the Rhinos attack. 

The reality of the 2012 season might well be the realization that just winning a champion- 
ship isn't going to be enough to bring back the 1990s. "Things aro so much different now than they 
were in the late 1990's.” said Myers. “The only thing we can do this year is to try to win а champi- 
onship on the field and see how this generation's legacy continues to play out.” The lasting legacy 
of the Rhinos golden generation is at 460 Oak Street — Sahlen’s Stadium, Rochester's soccer 
specific stadium. 

“As a result of that golden generation we have а soccor specific stadium that is without 
comparison in our league." Ercoli said. “We have three professional sports teams playing here 
and we have special events in the building for eight months a year. Our attendance numbers and 
sponsorship numbers are still among the best in the league. We have a standard of excellence on 
and off the field that we need to try to meet every season’

he Rochester Rhinos 2011 USL PRO regular season began with four of their first five matches on 
the road. The Rhinos dropped their first two matches of the season by identical 1:0 scores in Richmond and. 1 
Wilmington. Rochester broke out of their early season scoring slum to pickup their first win of the season 

with a 3:2 result over the Dutch Lions in Dayton on April 23rd. Rookie JC Banks scored his first professional 

goal in the match. The Rhinos won their home opener 1:0 at Sahlen's Stadium two weeks laier witha goal 

from Tony Donatelli off an assist from Quavas Kirk. Three days later the Rhinos fielded largely the same + 
line-up in Harrisburg against the City islanders and suffered a fatique-laden 1:0 loss to drop their record წ 


to 2-3.

In the end of July Rochester took their 10-6-3 record on a tripfoGharlotte Eo In their 
biggest weekend of the season, the Rhinos picked up four points in twenty-four hours with a 2:2 draw in ^ 
Charlotte on Friday night and a 1:0 victory in Charleston on Saturday, Kendall Jagdeösingk and Andrew 
Hoxie scored the goals for the Rhinos in Charlotte while Tony Donatelli added fwo assists; The next night 
Neal Kitson turned in his best USL PRO performance of 2011 with a six save clean sheet. Drew Cost scored 
the game-winner for a 1:0 victory in Blackbaud Stadium. The Rhinos returned to Rochester with an 11-6-4 
mark at the end of July. 

‘The fatigue associated with the previous week's road trip was apparent when the Rhinos hosted 
Charlotte in Sahlen's Stadium. Rochester outshot the Eagles fourteen to nine but ended up on the wrong end 
of a 3:0 score line. Two days later the team traveled down to New York City to play FC New York in Belson 
Stadium, The result was а 2:1 loss for the Rhinos in their worst performance of 2011. The team hosted the 
Pittsburgh Riverhounds in the USL PRO regular season finale and Rich Costanzo scored the game-winning 
goal on a cross from JC Banks. It was Banks fourth assist of 2011. Keeper Neal Kitson earned his league 
leading twelfth win and league leading ninth shutout in the victory. 


Rochester opened the 2011 post-season with the Pittsburgh Riverhounds in the USE PRO National 
Division Semi-Final. Any doubts about the Rhinos intentions after their late season swoon were erased in the 
first half hour. Rhinos MVP Tyler Rosenlund opened the scoring in the tenth minute after a flick-on header 
from forward Isaac Kissi. Tony Donatelli headed home а cross from JC Banks in the twenty-eighth minute 

to give the Rhinos а 2:0 halftime lead. Tyler Rosenlund opened the second half with a through ball behind 
the Riverhounds back four that Kissi was able toxun ontoand finish for a 3:0 Rhinos lead in the 47th minute. 
Pittsburgh native Drew Gost closed the Rhinos scoring account with an 85th minute goal that gave the Rhinos 
а 4:0 victory. Rhinos keeper Neal Kitson made two Saves Гог the shutout on a relatively quiet night thanks to 
help from Troy Roberts, Connor Tobin, Qitavas Kirk, Rich Costanzo, and midfielder Alfonso Motagalvan. 

‘The Rhinos hosted the Harrisburg City Islanders in the National Division Final the following weekend in 
Sahlens Stadium. The Rhinos defeafed the Cityiisldnders twice previously - once during the USL PRO 
season in Sahlen's Stadium and'Gnce again during the US Open Cup in the Skyline Sports Complex. The 

City Islanders defeated the Rhinos in their USLPRO home opener back in May. All three matches were de- 
cided by 1:0 scorelines. 

City Islanders defender Stephen Basso ended up on tlie end of Harrisburg counter-attack in the 
sixth minute to give the visitors a 1:0 lead, but itwas head réfetee Juan Carlos Rivero who would be the star 
ofthe firsthalf. After Rhinos forward Isaac Kissi appeared to be followed from behind in the 27th minute, 
City Islanders defender Andrew Marshall and Rhinos midfielde£/Tony Donatelli ended up pushing and 
shoving. While cautions usually end up being the Tesult of sucivah affair, Mr-Rivero chose to send both men 
off leaving the last hour to be decided by ten versus (ап soccer, Seven minutes later City Islander defender 
Anthony Calvaro and Rhinos keeper Neal Kitson collided in midair after a Harrisubrg set piece was played 
into the box. Calvaro mis-timed his challenge and knocked Kitson to the ground after he had already collect- 
ed the ball, and Calvaro was booked for the foul. Tensions continued іо escalate until City Islanders forward 
Brian Ombiji was sont off for sending Rhinos.contr8 Back Connor Tobin through a sign board. 

During the half time intermissión City Islanders forward Brian Ackley and Head Coach Bill Becher 
approached the officials and tried to Speak with Mr, Riveroll/After Mr. Rivero refused to speak with the 
Harrisburg delegation, Becher was removed from the field by Sahlen's Stadium security at tho request of the 
officials. He was sent to the stands for the second half of the match. 

On the field City Islanders midfielder David Schofield gave Harrisburg a 2:0 lead in the 38th minute. 
‘The Rhinos got a goal back in stoppage time as midfielder Tyler Rosenlund found forward Isaac Kissi with 
a through ball that Kissi finished to make it 2:1 at the half, Even thoughithe Rhinos played the entire second 
half with a man advantage they could not find the equalizer that wouldhave entended their season. 
Rochester outshot the City Islanders seven to one and had Six corner kicks, but never put the Harrisburg 
goal under siege with their mán advantage. The City Islanders won the National Division Final 2:1 and 
booked their place in the USL CUP Final against Orlando City the following, weekend.

The Rochester Rhinos made the playoffs for the\ 6th consecutive time last season, but they were 
eliminated by the City Islanders one game short of reaching the USLPRO Cup. In the offseason 
USL Hall of Fame coach Bob Lilley decided not to return to the club for the 2012 season. Rhinos 
president Pat Ercoli turned to Richmond Kickers assistant coach Jesse Myers to become the fifth 
coach of the Rochester Rhinos. Myers was with the Kickers for the pest 16 years. 


Myers first order of business was to secure the “hucleus of Lilley’s teams that had won regular sea- 
son titles each of the past two seasons. Myers brought back eleven players for the 2012 season 
including: goalkeepers Neal Kitson and Joe Marino, defenders Quavas Kirk, Tyler Bellamy, and 
Troy Roberts, midfielders JC Banks, Michael Tanke, Drew Cost, and Tyler Rosenlund, and forwards 
Andrew Hoxie and Isaac Kissi. 


The next order of business for Myers was to shore up his back four and expand his attacking op- 
tions. Myers signed USL PRO veteran left backs Jack Traynor (Orlando City) and Michael Zaher 
(Charleston) in the back and young front runners Graciano Brito (ЕС New York) and Conor Chinn 
(Atlanta) to give him more attacking options up top. 


Perhaps the Rhinos only loss this offseason was goalkeeper Neal Kitson. Kitson left for England 
during the January International Transfer window, and he is now the starting goalkeeper for 
Northampton Town FC. In need ofa new starting keeper Myers turned to Germany and acquired 
65” Bundesliga veteran goalkeeper Kristian Nicht to start for the RhinoSin goal this season. 


Myers wanted to add veteran talent throughout the roster and turned to Europe for two more key 
additions to the 2012 Rochester Rhinos. Scottish front runner Tam MeManus joined the Rhinos af- 
ter a career that saw him play over 100 times for Hibernians in the Scottish Premier League as well 
аз 20 times for the Colorado Rapids where he scored six goals in 2008. Myers also signed 6'3” 
Greek center back Giorgios Kyriazis, an eight year veteran of Italy's Serie В, to provide him more 
height and experience in the back. 


Coach Myers has augmented Bob Lilley's roster from the past two seasons with international flair 
and experience playing in front of crowds of 40,000 or 50,000 fans іп stadiums across in the hopes 
that they will succeed in the one task that Rhinos teams have failed in for the last decade - 
bringing a championship back home to Rochester.

MEET THE NEW GUY! 
RHINOS NEW 2012 HEAD COACH 
JESSE MYERS 


On October 11th, 2011 the Rochester Rhinos announced that Jesse Myers 
would become the fifth coach in franchise history. Myers replaced Bob 
Lilley after Lilley decided not to return to the club after the 2011 sea- 

son. Myers joined the Rhinos after spending the past fourteen seasons 
with the Richmond Kickers organization. Myers most recently served. 

as Leigh Cowlishaw’s assistant coach with the Kickers professional team 
and as tho director of the Richmond Kickers Soccer Academy. During his 
tenure Myers has coached in over 450 USL matches. 


Richmond posted a 224-129-63 record in Jesse Myers time with the organization. The Kickers made the 
playoffs fourteen times and advanced to the USL League Finals in 2002, 2005, 2007, and 2010. Richmond 
won the USL Second Division in 2006 and 2009. His teams also posted a 17-11 record in the US Open Cup 
and advanced to the Semi-Finals as recently as this past season. During Myers tenure the Kickers were 
48-3 against the Rochester Rhinos in the regular season, but they were able to eliminate the Rhinos from 
the playoffs in 2002 and 2008. He was part of the Richmond Kickers organization that won the 2006 USL2 
Championship. Myers also served as the head coach of the Richmond Kickers Destiny (W-League) and led 
the team to a 10-5 record and an appearance in the Central Conference Final in 2006. 


“Jesse has been a member of a stable and successful franchise in Richmond over the past fifteen years. He 
isa well-respected name in American soccer who has numerous contacts both collegiately and profession- 
ally. Jesse has been involved in all levels of soccer from the grass rocts youth level to the first team profes- 
sional set-up in Richmond.” Rochester Rhinos President and COO Pat Ercoli said. 


Jesse Myers joined the Richmond Kickers organization in 1997, and since then he has been involved in 
virtually every aspect of the organization. Myers has been involved in the extensive recruiting of college 
and professional players in the United States and abroad. He negotiated contracts and communicated with 
player's agents. He has developed and organized training sessions for the professional team. He has also 
scouted opponents, implomentod match tactics, and conducted post-match analysis. In the front office 
Myers performed league and team administrative duties, and he organized the Kickers annual trials. 


Myers was a successful college coach before joining the professional ranks with the Richmond Kickers. 
His college coaching career began as an assistant coach with Limestone College (SC) in 1987. А year he 
landed his first head coaching job with Spartanburg Methodist Junior College (SC) where he led them to 
the Regional Tournament (NJCAA) for the first time. Myers landed his first high profile coaching job a year 
later when he joined the University of North Carolina - Charlotte as an assistant coach. While Myers was 
on the Charlotte staff they posted а 47-21-10 record over four years. They qualified for the NCAA Division | 
Tournament twice, ranked in the NCAA Top Twenty rankings twice, and won the Metro Conference in 1992. 
Myers completed his college coaching career as an NCAA Division Ihead coach with Philadelphia Textile 
where he compiled a 30-30-5 record over four years. 


"Lam ecstatic to be here in Rochester with the Rhinos for my first professional head coaching job. It is a 
great opportunity for me to be here. I understand how passionate the fans and community here in Roch- 
ester are about soccer. I hope they look forward to joining us in our top priority- to bring a title back to 
Rochester.” Rochester Rhinos Head Coach Jesse Myers said. 


"The Rochester Rhinos 65” goalkeeper Kristian Nicht is a 30 year old veteran 
of the German Bundesliga, Bundesliga2, and the Norwegian First Division. 

The pinnacle of Nicht's career to date was the 2006-2007 campaign when he appeared in 18 
Bundesliga matches with Alemannia Aachen. In addition to his year in the Bundesliga, he has six 
seasons of experience playing in the German Bundesliga, and one season playing in the | 
Norwegian First Division. This is Nicht’ first time playing in any level of American soccer. | 


=Rhinos new left back Michael Zaher was a memberoí DC United's 2008 US. Open Cup winning; 
side as a rookie. He played in 13:matches with United and the San Jose Earthquakes in 2009 before 
spending the last two seasons in Charleston. Zaher is an attacking force out of the back as 
evidenced by his two goals and one assist with the Battery last season in USLPRO. 


~The Rhinos second signing at left back during the off-seagon was Jack Traynor. Traynor won 
the USLPRO Cup with Orlando City last season. He is entering his fourth years as a professional, 
and he already has appeared in 64 professional matches. He was a three-time All-Big East player 
at Notre Dame. 


Center back Troy Roberts is returning for his third season with the Rhinos and his second 
season as team captain. Roberts has been named the 2010 апа 2011 Rhinos Defensive Player of 
the Year his first two years with the club. He was also selected to the USD2 Best XI Team in 2010 
and the All-USL PRO Second Team. Roberts appeared in more matches in Major League Soccer 
with the Los Angeles Galaxy before joining the Rhinos than any other player in team history. 


Center back Tyler Bellamy was one of the most improved players of the Bob Lilley Era. He was 
originally discovered by Coach Lilley in the Rhinos annual pay-to-play tryout that is held every 
winter in Rochester. He has developed into a starting center back and the first choice to partner 
with Troy Roberts in central defénse over the past three seasons. Bellamy was named the Rhinos 
2010 Rookie of the Year in recognition of his improvement and the 2011 Community Service Award 
Winner in recognition his work off the field. 


"Right back Quavas Kirk is one of the most decorated players to play for the Rochester Rhinos. 
Kirk appeared was in residerigy at Bradenton with the 017 USMNT and played in the U17 FIFA 
World Cup in Peru. In total he was capped more than fifty times by the Under-17 team. After Bra- 
denton, Kirk signed with Major League Soccer's Project 40 program at age 16. He played with the 
Los Angeles Galaxy in 2006 and 2007 before moving to DC United for the 2008 season. Kirk 
appeared іп 43 MLS matches in three seasons. 


"Center midfielder Tyler Rosenlund was the Rhinos MVP in 2011. He started 27 out of a possible 
29 matches in all competitions and logged 2,266 total minutes. Rosenlund scored three goals and 
added two assists for eight points. Rosenlund was selected by the Canadian National Team 

15 times at the U17 level and 16 timesiat the U20 level. He has already been capped once by the 
full Canadian National Team. Rogenlund played in to College Cup Finals with the UC — Sanata 
Barabara and won the NCAA Мец Division] National Championship in 2006. 
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‘left winger Danny Earls returns to the Rhinos after a two year stint in Major 
League Soccer with the Colorado Rapids. Earls made 22 apearances with 
Colorado and won both the Eastern Conference Title and the 2010 MLS Cup during his time there. 
The 22 year old Earls played with Rochester in 2008 and 2009. He made 50 starts and scored one 
goal with seven assists for nine points in 4,083 minutes over two seasons with the Rhinos. Earls was 
with Aston Villas (EPL) reserve team for four years before joining Rochester in 2008. 


"Right winger JC Banks returns to the Rhinos after winning the Rhinos 2011 Rookie of the Year 
‘Award last season. Banks had two goals and four assists for eight points in the USL PRO regular 
season as a rookie. He had three goals and six assists in all competitions. In 2011 the Rhinos never 
Jost a match when Banks name appeared on the score sheet. 


"Forward Tom McManus is returning for his second campaign in American soccer. McManus 
played with the Colorado Rapids (MLS) in 2008 and he appeared in 20 matches and six goals. 
McManus’ forty-yard golazo against Chivas USA won the Sierra Mist Strike of the Week Award. His 
work ethic and blue collar mentality made him a fan favorite with the Rapids. McManus began his 
professional career with Hibernians (Scottish Premier League). He made over 100 appearances for 
the club and led Hibs in scoring with 11 goals in the 2003 campaign. 


"Front runner Graciano Brito is another new addition to the Rhinos in 2012 after playing with. 
FC NewYork last season, Brito scored four goals in only 12 matches in 2011, but missed out on the 
second half of the season with an injury. Brito has been ever present in the Rhinos six preseason 
games this game, and shows no evidence of injury. Brito was a standout with Quinnipiac University | 
where he scored 18 geals іп 19 matches as a senior on his way to being named the NEC Player of 
the Year, a first team АП МЕС selection for the second time in his career, and an NSCAA All-Ameri- 
can for the third time in his career. 


"Front runner Isaac Kissi is beginning his third season with the Rochester Rhinos. Kissi was 
'named the Кііпов 2010 Offensive Player of the Year after. he scored eight goals as a rookie. 

Last season Kissi was limited to 724 minutes in all competitions due to a heart condition that was 
diagnosed during his 2011 preseason physical and needed surgery to correct. Kissi still scared. 
three goals in only five starts and had the best strike rate of any of the Rhinos front runners last 
season. Kissi led the Rhinos in playoff scoring last season with two goals and one assist for five 
points.

Ott the field, the Rochester Rhinos continue to give back to the community 
through various programs end activities on an annual basis, Spearheaded by 
assistant coach Bill Sedgewick, the team is driven by the goal to touch lives 
and create opportunity to produce positive change within our community. 
Throughout the year, the Rhinos have given thousands of dollars to the local 
community by way of sponsorships of events, youth events. fundraising. 
donated tickets, and autographed merchandise. Community programs, 
partnerships and fund-raising activities include: 

Ticket Programs- 

Through charitable requests each season the Rhinos organization donates 
over 1,800 tickots annually. Those tickets aro given to non profit organiza- 
tions who request donations throughout the season. 


Player Appearances- 
Throughout the 2011 season, the Rhinos team members combined for over 200 different personal appear- 
ances within the Rochester community, including youth soccer events, weekly appearances to inner city 
and local schools for reading programs and interactive school assemblies and career day events, and ap- 
pearing at numerous local festivals and fundraisers. 

Non-profit partnerships- 

‘The Rhinos organization collaborate with a number of non-profit organizations throughout the year to 
develop and execute programs that will raise both awareness and funding for these organizations. Such 
programs include:G.O.A.L.S (Giving Opportunities to Athletes who Love Soccer)- This unique partnership 
with Heritage Christian Services began in 2010. This program allows the opportunity for children 

and adults with intellectual disabilities to play soccer with professional athletes, and become a part of the 
soccer community. Each session has closed to 100 participants. 

Flower City Soccer- The Rhinos donate season tickets for all players in the Flower City Soccer League 
(close to 500 Rochester area youth.) The overall objective of the FCSL is to contribute to the personal 
growth of its participants through the enhancement of physical and life skills and improvement of academic 
performance. Character traits and a positivo soccor environment are taught. Duo to the economic demo- 
graphic of kids living in the city (83% at or below the poverty line), participation is free. 

Foodlink- The Rhinos have a long standing partnership with Foodlink. We provide tickets to the organiza- 
tion and donate the stadium for use during charitable events, and donate the stadium for their Summer 
Meals program. We also encourage fans to bring canned good items to games to donate to Foodlink and 
we provide a discounted to ticket for participants. 

Camp Good Days- The Rhinos players and coaches make an annual trip to the camp each year to spend 
the day with children suffering from cancer, as well and donates 150 tickets for children to come out to a 
game each season, The "Quarters for Cancer" was also developed, and takes place at each home game. 
This is a program where fans donate quarters as they enter the stadium and 100% of the donation are given 
to Camp Good Days. 

Rochester City School District “School Day!”- 
The Rhinos will host the second annual "School 
Day" at Sahlen's Stadium in May. School day brings 
10,000 inner city students into the stadium to have 
an opportunity to watch practice, meet the team, 

ate. Each studentis provided motivational tips from 
players/coaches on the importance of good health, 
staying in school, oto....as well as provided a bag 
full of healthy essentials such as toothbrushes, tooth 
paste, etc.
